Killingsworth's  guiding  hands  as  sponsors,  we  finally  got  ourselves  organized 
by  electing  Emmett  Bailey  for  our  president,  Evilene  Friel  for  vice-president, 
Virginia  Gallaher  as  secretary,  and  Hugh  Jackson  as  treasurer.  Initiation 
the  beginning  of  our  class  activities.  Although  we  were  humiliated  and  laughed 
at  and  made  to  perform  a  dozen  menial  tasks  for  our  slave -masters,  it  was  fun 
for  us  too.  And  when  the  day  was  over  we  felt  we  were  now  full-fledged  members 
of  Marlinton  High.  After  a  year  of  fun  and  study,  we  parted  with  a  smile  and 
plans  for  our  summer  vacation.

Tiney  McComb,  secretary;  and  Lyle  Campbell,  treasurer.  Our  activities  were 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Brill  and  Mrs.  Currence.  This  was  the  year  that  we  really 
entered  into  the  spirit  of  school. 


Our  junior  year  was  one  of  our  busiest.  Our  hands  began  to  play  a  more 
important  part  as  we  were  gradually  becoming  leaders,  Mr.  Frances  McFlwee 
and  Mrs.  Moore  were  our  sponsors.  We  elected  Emmett  Bailey  for  junior 
president.  He  was  officially  assisted  by  Hugh  Jackson,  vice-president;  Tiney 
McComb,  secretary;  and  Ann  Eskridge,  treasurer.
